“There hath no temptation tak- 
en you but such as is common to 
man, but God is faithful, who will 
not suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able, but will with the 
temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to 
bear it,” 1 Cor. 10:13.

The Conflict

One or the other 
of these spiritual forces control the 
spirit of every individual in the 
world.

This is proven by the fact that they 
are divisible. “For the word of God 
is quick and powerful and sharp- 
er than any two edged sword,pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder 
of SOUL and SPIRIT and of the 
joints and marrow and is a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts and in- 


tents of the heart,” Heb. 4:12. The 
soul and spirit are distinguished 
in the burial and resurrection of 
the body.

difference between soul and spirit 
is to assert that there is no differ- 
ence between the mortal body and 
the resurrection body. The distinc- 
tion between soul and body can be 
traced in the Scriptures. Briefly 
that distinction is that the spirit 
is that part of man which “knows.” 
“For what man knoweth the 
things of a man, save the spirit of 
man which is in him,” 1 Cor, 2:11. 
The soul is the seat of the affec- 
tions, desires, and emotions, and 
of the active will, self. Because 
man is “spirit” he is capable of 
God-consciousness, and of com- 
municating with God. “But there 
is a spirit in man, and the inspira- 
tion of the Almighty giveth them 
understanding,” Job 32:8. Because 
man is soul he has self-conscious- 
ness. This is scripture, “How long 
shall I take counsel in my soul.” 
Psa. 13:3. Because man is body he 
has through his senses world- 
consciousness. 


Man in his trinity is susceptible 
to either the Spirit of God or the 
spirit of the devil. The mind which 
is synonymous with the spirit is 
the controlling faculty of man. “As 
a man thinketh in his heart so is 
he,” Prov. 23:7.

The Apostle Paul ex- 
plains it thus, “For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, © but 
against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spirit- 
ual wickedness in high places,”

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THE CHURCH SITUATION IN 
GERMANY 

Grows more chronic every day. 
The idea of a church of Aryan ori- 
gin and descent is entirely without 
New Testament foundation. It ex- 
cludes, first of all, “evangelism” 
from its program, except amonz 
Aryan descendants.

cAn &xposition 


of Mark 16:18

It seems that different preachers 
throughout the country have late- 
ly attempted a revival of snake- 
handling. Now I want you to get 
what I have to say exactly as I 
mean it. I do not offer the least 
criticism to these unfortunate min- 
isters, but if I may safeguard the 
truth or save others from error, 
then I shall have accomplished my 
purpose. 

First, I know what the Scrip- 
tures say about taking “up  ser- 
pents.” Second, I am not aware of 
any instances of handling snakes 
in the New Testament. It is silent 
except when a “venomous beast” 
(Greek, tharion), literally a beast, 
seized St. Paul. Acts 28. “Veno- 
mous” is not in the original and 
was supplied by the translators. 
But that it was a poisonous beast 
is certain from the expectations of 
the natives and the nature of the 
text itself. 

-In Mark 16:18 the word is not 
“tharion” but “ophis,” meaning a 
serpent; Matt. 7:10; 10:16, an ar- 
tificial serpent. John 3:14 refers to 
the devil or Satan, Rev. 12:9, 14, 
15; 20:2; or a man of serpentine 
character, Matt. 23:33. The He- 
brew “nochosh” has _ identical 
meanings. 

Take up Serpents 

The word used for “take up” 
comes from “airo’” (Greek) mean- 
ing to take up, lift, raise; bear, 
carry; take away, remove, destroy, 
kill. If this scripture actually means 
snakes in a literal sense, any un- 
saved person can comply with it 
about as well as many of the 
preachers who have been bitten 
by them, some of whom have died 
and others have nearly died as a 
result. A minister, bitten in 
Alabama a short time ago,died. An- 
other minister of Flat Rock, Ala. 
immediately submitted to medical 
aid Aug. 27th after he was bitten 
by a copperhead. Other cases too 
numerous to mention, of which I 
know and have personally wit- 
nessed some of them, have almost 
resulted in the death of those who 


were bitten by snakes while at- 
tempting to handle them. I know 
it has been done many times by 
God’s children successfully, which 
has greatly edified those present, 
but my honest opinion is that in 
many cases Satan is using this 
method to the shame of those pro- 
fessing such power, and to the de- 
struction of Christianity and faith 
in it as an institution of God. There 
is no miracle to it when those at- 
tempting to handle snakes almost 
die as a result of being bitten. All 
other of God’s children are forced 
to drop their heads in shame be- 
cause of such failures in the name 
of Christianity. 
Study 

As to what is actually meant by 
taking up serpents may require an 
amount of study, more than many 


are accustomed to give it. Thar 
the word “ophis” is used _ inter- 
changeably for serpents, snakes, 


false teachers, and also of Satan, 
is evidenced throughout the Scrip- 
tures, but that both its primary 
and ultimate meaning is to place 
the saint of God or His ministe» 
especially in a victorious position 
over Satan, is certain. No one 
doubts that serpents mentioned in 
Matt. 10:16 refers to false teach- 
ers.““Ophis” or serpents in Matt. 
23:33 can mean nothing more or 
less. The same is incidentally true 
of 2 Cor. 11:3. 

Had not Christ promised saying, 
“For I will give you a mouth and 
wisdom, which all your adversaries 
shall not be able to gainsay nor re- 
sist,” Luke 21:15? We are further 
admonished in 2 Tim. 2:15 to 
“study.to shew thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly di- 
viding the word of truth.” The lat- 
ter would be far more profitable 
than the sad ending of an attempt 
to work a miracle in the name of 
Christ where failure results. 

Christ's Purpose 

In giving power unto His dis- 
ciples was that Satan might be 
stripped and unclothed of his pow- 
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er over the creation unto which He 
had sent His disciples to minister. 
See Matt. 10:8; Luke 10:17-19. 
Therefore, Mark 16:18 is literally 
in fulfillment when Satan is de- 
throned in men’s lives as demons 
are cast out and false teachers are 
put to silence. Now some of you 
will want to criticize and say I am 
wrong, letting down, etc. All I ask 
you to do is come with me fora 
study,of the Word of God, or go 
to any Greek scholar, and you will 
find I am right. In withstanding 
false teachers with scriptural au- 
thority and power, serpents are ac- 
tually taken up, lifted; they are re- 
moved from their foundation, kill- 
ed, etc., and such is the spiritual 
meaning of Mark 16:18. The con- 
version of Saul and Simon Magus, 
and judgment invoked upon Bar- 
jesus, Acts 13:8, etc., are remark- 
able feats of such power. Hand- 
ling of serpents is the outward 
mark which distinguishes that the 
saint of God is clothed with pow- 
er over Satan of whom serpents 
are but a type. 
Question 

If taking up serpents is the real 
and only meaning, why did the 
apostles make such a failure as to 
not leave us one single instance of 
such on record? On the other hand, 
they did mightily convince and 
subdue their opposers and false 
teachers by breaking the grip of 
Satan over the creation and such 
was the true purpose and signifi- 
cance of Mk. 16:18. 

Conclusion 

Now if you insist it is actually 
literal snakes, go ahead; however, 
let me ask, Can demons be cast 
out without the Holy Ghost? or 
can tongues, healing or any other 
of these signs be wrought without 
His power and command? A mo- 
ment’s study and you will answer 
no. Then for Christ’s sake, in 
whose name you pose, wait on God 
before attempting such things, and 
stop obeying some man who op- 
poses and fights the Word of God. 
Christ would have said, Hupagai 
Satonas (Get thee behind me, Sa- 
tan), and different of these minis- 
ters who have reproached His 
worthy cause would have been bet- 
ter off had they done likewise. I 
say frankly but with humility and 
love for those ‘who do such things, 
you are making Christianity look 
ridiculous in the eyes of the world 
and such failures do not edify. 
Their boldness might be admirable 
but results are not plausible. 

Now do not misunderstand me. 
I fully believe in handling serpents

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under the power of the Holy Ghost. 
But, I do believe it has a deeper 
meaning than just handling 
snakes. I do not believe any minis- 
ter has a right to send out and in- 
vite people to bring serpents into 
their meetings. It incurs much 
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danger to your congregation who 
has come to worship God and hear 
the gospel preached and it be- 
comes a minister’s duty to respect 
their safety and to protect them. 
Not one record of such has been 
left us by Christ or the apostles. 





“Have ‘You 


Seen Him?”

“That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you,” 1 Jno. 
1:3. 

There are now many honest 
souls in this world extremely anx- 
ious to view the Christ of the Gos- 
pel in the majesty of His glorious 
divinity, clothed with “‘all power in 
heaven and earth.” That is as it 
should be, but* so many stumble 
along life’s uncertain path and fail 
to see Him in the manner that 
brings Him to our present-day ex- 
istence; as one that is closely asso- 
ciated with the complex problems 
of our earthly careers, however far 
removed from the sordid environ- 
ment of sin. Jesus, the meek and 
lowly companion of the troubled 
heart battling against the wretch- 
ed affairs of a world that is out of 
harmony with God, real strangers 
in a world that is “sin soaked,” 
ident‘fied with a kingdom that is 
established on better principles 
than those dominated with politi- 
cal intrigue, influenced by avarici- 
ous, unscrupulous individuals and 
institutions solely concerned, for 
the most part, with their own 
social and economical aggrandize- 
ment. While the Creator of all 
things will not come near to this 
particular kind of life, yet He is 
very near—‘to those who are of 
a broken heart; and saveth such 
as be of a contrite spirit.” Psalm 
34:18. HAVE YOU SEEN HIM? 
God has given Him a name above 
every name. “His name is called 
wonderful,” Isa. 9. Titles, however 
appropriate, do not bring Him to 
me, but the great spiritual revela- 
tion enables me to visualize Him. 
His picture is in my heart. Some- 
one will ask: How do you discern 
that it is there? Immediately I 
close my natural eyes, letting the 
eyelids droop down, shutting out 
any vision of the things of my 
near surroundings. Present en- 
vironment fades—waiting—heav- 
enly atmosphere envelopes my 
whole being—glory fills my soul; 
my tabernacle of this earthly house 


begins to tingle with a supernat- 
ural animation. Then it is that I 
open my spiritual eyes and I see 
Christ divine. Estactic joy perme- 
ates my entire being, just to view 
Him. Marvelous blessing without 
description. But you cannot obtain 
this blessing without first adjust- 
ing your life to fit the require- 
ments for the vision. It is for ail. 
He says: “Come unto me.” Even 
you may be a Thomas yet He says, 
“Behold me, feel me, handle me, 
doubting one.” 


We see Him coming down the 
heavenly way, our heart bounds—. 
What does it mean? Seeking the 
stray sheep, leaving the ninety and 
nine. They are secure, but the lost 
one is wandering away and many 
hazards and treacherous enemies 
are lurking out there in that deso- 
late region called the Wilderness of 
Sin, enemies of the sheep and also 
of the Good Shepherd. He finds the 
poor helpless, stray one; there is 
great rejoicing. But man _ says: 
That was only one; why so much 
concern, and so much ado over 
just one little fellow who went out 
from the safety and sanctity of the 
fcld? It was lost and this Shepherd 
is the Good Shepherd. HAVE YOU 
SEEN HIM? 


Again we see Him in prison, see 
Him destitute, naked, hungry. 
Why, is He not called “Lord of 
lords?” Death and the grave could 
not hold Him. And He is heir of all 
creation. Impossible, He can’t be 
naked; His clothing is a “raiment 
down to the foot and girt about 
the paps with a golden girdle,” 
Rev. 1:13. Hungry? Nonesense. 
He could not suffer the pangs of 
hunger. Why He is the Bread of 
Life. Look, we see Him in prison 
with the angel of His presence to 
comfort that one who dared to 
“keep the word of His testimony,” 
destitute with the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction; hungry 
with poverty-stricken Lazarus at 
the rich man’s door: naked or half 
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clad with those poor urchins or 
that sad victim of unavoidable cir- 
cumstances, unable to cope with 
the ruthless, cold, unfriendly Shy- 
locks of a world that has reared a 
golden calf of commerce to substi- 
tute for a kind, tender and sympa- 
thetic Christ who is touched with 
the feelings of humanity and its in- 
firmities; that sad victim of un- 
fair human rule, forgotten by the 
fiendish, pleasure-mad world. Yet 
Jesus Christ does not forget. He is 
there. HAVE YOU SEEN HIM? 
Suffering with that patient saint 
who is in the last throes of a strug- 
gle against the grim reaper, but 
holding fast to the blessed hope of 
the resurrection. Yes, where hu- 
man arms become as No arms,then 
these loving arms of never-failing 
strength take that one up in an 
embrace with compassionate 
words of blessed assurance that 
console and impart a faith chat 
spans the wide chasm between 
death and everlasting life. In the 
room with those little ones of His, 
whose hearts are rent and throb- 
bing with grief because of bereave- 
ment, offering words of condol-

A Message of Charity

I would like to impress upon 
your minds the message of charity. 
Of all the Christian professions, I 
can’t think of anything that is 
more needful in the hearts of men 
and women, boys, and girls than 
the divine love of God. There are 
great sacrifices that can be made 
by a Christian, but charity is the 
greatest of all. It does not only 
reach in the borders of our home 
or our community or even in our 
church building, not only in the 
city in which we live, does not have 
respect of person, but it reaches 
over all the earth—to all mankind, 
and will reign in all eternity. There 
is a great difference in natural love 
and God’s divine love. We may 
have great experiences and may 
make great sacrifices and except 
it is prompted by charity it profit- 
eth nothing. Charity suffereth 
long, is kind. Charity envieth not, 
seeketh not her own, is easy to be 
intreated, does not strive, but is 
gentle, does not make us feel our 
importance but rather our depend- 
ence on God. Charity does not ex- 
pect praise or honor, neither is it 
puffed up, it does not behave itself 
unseemly, is not easily provoked, 
thinketh no evil, but rather some- 
thing which is good, pure and hon- 
est. A heart of charity thinks on 
these things. 

We should not rejoice in iniquity, 
but rejoice in the truth. Charity is 
not glad of others’ downfall, char- 
ity not only’ bears a little, 
but “all” things, charity endureth. 
Charity rejoices when others re- 
joice and weeps when others weep. 
We are often abused and accused, 
and suffer many conflicts through 
this Christian life, but if we have 
charity in our hearts we _ never 
flinch from the effects of hardships 
for we must endure hardness as a 
good soldier of the cross. Must Je- 
sus bear the cross alone and all the 
world go free? No, there’s a cross 
for everyone. And charity makes 
us willing to bear the cross with- 
out a murmur. Charity beareth all 
things; believeth all things; hopeth 
all things, and when we are, be- 
cause of our experience, rejected 
andsometimesignored, (then some- 
times accepted) charity helps us to 
stay in the divine will of God, un- 
der all circumstances. O how I 
praise God for His love, and if we 
have Jesus abiding in our hearts 


and lives it must be proven by 
charity in deed and in _ truth. 
“Charity never faileth: but wheth- 
er there be prophecies, they shall 


. fail: whether there be tongues, 


they shall cease; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away. 
For we know in part, and prophesy 
in part. But when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is 
in part shall be done away. * * * 
For now we see through a glass 
darkly; but then face to face: 
now I know in part; but then shall 
I know even as I also am known. 
And now abideth faith, hope, char- 
ity, these three, but the greatest of 
these is charity.”” When that which 
is perfect is come we will see 
through the glass clearly. We are 
imperfect in our body because of 
afflictions and things that can’t be 
understood, so often misjudged 
and disappointed, but oh, hallelu- 
jah! the Lord will not forsake His 
saints nor condemn them where 
they are judged. The Christian life 
that is prompted by charity brings 
no condemnation; it makes us anx- 
ious to greet one another’ with 
brotherly love, and if we walk in 
the light as He is in the light we 
will have fellowship one with an- 
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other. In order to manifest the 
spirit of Christ we must live after 
the fruits of the Spirit. Nothing 
will enable us to live in touch with 
God and to have His approval on 
our heart and life as to put forth 
an effort to advance His kingdom, 
but charity must be the head of all 
things. When that is the case of 
our Christian influence and we are 
as a reflector and the light is our 
salvation then there must be no 
spots on the reflector where Jesus 
can see His image in our own lives. 
Charity must do it all. God loves 
us too well to forsake us or to give 
us a trial too heavy to bear. All 
His people have been dearly pui- 
chased by the precious’ blood of 
our Christ, and Satan can never 
claim such. When the last feeble 
step has been taken and the gates 
of that city appear, when we hear 
the beautiful songs of the angels 
float out on our listening ear, then 
we will realize what charity has 
meant when all that seems so mys- 
terious will be bright, and as clear 
as the noonday. We will no longer 
be forsaken by friends or shed 
tears of disappointments or heart- 
aches but all will be glory over 
there. Then the toils of the road 
will seem nothing when we get to 
the end of the way, for a cup of 
cold water in charity given is re- 
membered with joy in the sky.

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PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE 


Mussolini, the man who holds in 
his hands the destiny of Italy, pos- 
sibly of Europe and of all the 
world; what is his attitude toward 
religion? 

Born of a mother who tried to 
take him to church and would 
have had him educated in a relig- 
ious boarding school, and a father 
who “was a violent, rebellious 
man, whose hatred for social in- 
justice made him one of the fierc- 
est international revolutionists of 
his day,” what are Christians to 
expect from this Roman dictator? 

* * * 


Mussolini is an austere man; ex- 
cept for sports such as driving a 
motor car, flying, riding horse 
back, or taming lions, he has no 
interest in amusements. After six 
years of dictatorship he says, “In 
these six years—with the excep- 
tion of official dinners—I have 
never passed the threshold of an 
aristocrat’s salon, or of a cafe. I 
have almost entirely abandoned 
the theatre, which once took away 
from me useful hours of work. I 
do not drink, I do not smoke, I am 
not interested in cards or games, I 
pity those who lose time, money 
and sometimes all of life itself in 
the frenzy of games. As for love of 
the table, I don’t appreciate it. I 
do not feel it. Especially in these 
last years my meals are as frugal 
as those of a pauper. In every hour 
of life it is the spiritual element 
which leads me on.” 

a 


The spiritual element—but what 
spirit? In his younger days Musso- 
lini attended a lecture on “Christ.” 
As the lecturer proceeded Musso- 
lini ‘commenced to give visible 
and audible signs of his dissent.” 
At last he cried out, “I want to 
speak too!” When the lecture was 
concluded Mussolini was given ihe 
freedom of debate. ‘““With the easy 
grace of an experienced orator, he 
faced the crowd and launched into 
a VIOLENT DENUNCIATION OF 
THE GOSPEL and the Galilean, 
who, to his mind, had been guilty 
of overthrowing the magnificent 
structure of the Roman Empire 
with His ‘slave morality,’ weaken- 
ing with His pacifistic ideals, the 
Empire’s defense against the bar- 
baric hordes that swept down from 
the north. Then advancing irrefu- 
table quotations and arguments, 
he went back to Buddha through 
Schopenhauer and Nietzche. “Af- 
ter all,’ he concluded, ‘what was 
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the Messiah, with His few speech- 
es and parables, in comparison 
with the doctrines elaborated by 
Buddha in forty volumes, through 
forty years of penance, meditation 
and apostolic labor’?”’ 

* * * 

Undoubtedly referring to the 
Church and the clergy, Mussolini 
as late as 1928 declared, “I do not 
respect—I even hate—those men 
that leech a tenth of the riches 
produced by others.” 

Hostility to the Christian relig- 
ion, as deep seated as his_ radical 
nature, followed Mussolini thru 
his youth, intensified by his read- 
ing after Metzche and other Ger- 
man philosophers, who taught him 
the worship of brutality and force. 
The following quotations from 
Flore’s, “Mussolini, The Man of 
Destiny,” must be interpreted in 
the light of his known hatred of 
Christianity. 

a 

De Fiori, one-time member of 
the staff of Mussolini’s paper, ‘Il 
Papolo d'Italia,’ writes, “In the 
trenches, face to face with immi- 
nent death, in the mud, beueath 
the rain, at the sight of soldiers 
who alternately prayed and curs- 
ed, the grandeur of the religion 
which radiates from Rome to the 
entire world first dawned upon 
him.” Some years later he startled 
his party by discussing in parlia- 
ment the possibility of agreeable 
relations between the Fascists and 
the Catholic party, between Italy 
and the Vatican. After referring to 
the spirit of Anti-Clericalism and 
the hatred of the Vatican “she 
wolf,” entertained by the Italian 
state, Mussolini proceeded to say, 
“T maintain that the Imperial Lat- 
in traditions of Rome are repre- 
sented today by Catholicism. If,— 
one cannot think of Rome without 
thinking of Universality, I believe 
and affirm that the only universal 
idea in existence today comes 
from the Vatican.” 

* * * 

Continuing Mussolini _ said, 
“Frankly speaking, I experience a 
feeling of regret whenever I hear 
of the founding of a new national 
church, because each national 
church means millions of people 
who no longer look to Rome and 
to Italy for spiritual guidance. 
Wherefore, I suggest that, provid- 
ed the Vatican renounces its 
dreams of temporal power (and I 
think it is on the way to do so), 
Italy should place at the Vacican’s 
disposal its schools, churches, 
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hospitals or whatever else it may 
need.”

Therefore, let us 
have a good offering and see that 
your local church raises its mis- 
sion quota that the Mission Board 
be unhindered in its plans for the 
coming year. 


ATHEISM ON INCREASE 

Atheism and communism are 
greatly on the increase, due, first 
to the aggressive efforts on their 
part‘and, second, due to the negli- 
gence on the part of the churches. 
Error can only be overcome by 
knowledge of the truth being im- 
parted to those who are under the 


influence of error. The Church it- 
self is endangered as these violent 
and injurious attacks continue as 
well as that beautiful bright-faced 
boy or girl here in our homeland, 
to say nothing of the many mil- 
lions of the unfortunate ones who 
have never heard the Gospel of 
Christ. God will hold us respon- 
sible to co-operate with Him in 
the spread of the Gospel according 
to our ability, and every pastor 
should be faithful in holding be- 
fore his congregation the needs cf 
the mission field as well as the 
grave danger with which the 
Church is confronted by the spread 
of atheism and communism. 


BEING BLESSED IN MEXICO 

Regardless of the opposition of 
the government in Sonora State, 
God is blessing the work. Nine 
were saved this month, four sanc- 
tified, and three filled with the 
Holy Ghost at Ciudad Obregon. I 
have also visited during this month 
three little towns enclosing Noga- 
les Sonora where I held meetings 
behind closed doors. This persecu- 
tion has been a great incentive. I 
wish you could see, during this hot 
weather and all perspiring with 
every window closed, how this 
people praise the Lord and pray. 

I’ve been-in Douglas, Ariz. seven 
weeks and right from the day I 
came, Brother Watkins, pastor of 
the Nazarene American church, 
asked me to take charge of the 
church as he had to be absent for 
seven weeks and he told me that 
he would let me be free to preach 
the Church of God as we stand for 
it, so there were wonderful results 
because these Nazarene folks are 
seeking the Holy Ghost according 
to Acts 2:4. In the meantime five 
Mexicans were saved. I asked Sis- 
ter Rickman to bring her tent and 
we have been having meeting ev- 
ery night. Iam hoping and praying 
that the Church of God can be es- 
tablished here in the near future. 
We are planning to rent the place 
where the Nazarenes were having 
church as Brother Watkins came 
last week and took all his things. 
He is leaving for good because of 
his wife’s sickness. It is a nice 
building and has a dwelling in the 
back and the rent is only $7.00 a 
month, so right in an American 
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church we can have one or two 
meetings weekly for the Mexicans. 
Brother Ingram and I are praying 
and planning to reinforce the work 
within the borders so they can 
just come across and be free to 
worship. 

I would like to attend the Gen- 
eral Assembly but I am afraid that 
on account of the depression I will 
not be able to attend. In October 
I am planning to go to Sinaloa 
State where there are no com- 
munists and where we already 
have two little flocks. I request 
the prayers of all the saints for 
Mexico.—Your sister in Christ, 
Mrs. M. W. Atkinson.

14:30. But God is leading a vic- 
torious army against this foe. He 
has promised “overcoming grace”’ 
to every trusting soldier. 

The Armor of Defense, and 

Ammunition 

In our text the thought of re- 
moving temptations is not intimat- 
ed but provisions that the tempted 
may make escape through bearinz 
it (the temptation). Grace works 
that way, therefore, in order for 
one to fight this spiritual warfare 
successfully the proper’ kind of 
armor and ammunition is needed. 
An army of soldiers, regardless of 
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numerical strength, would be vic- 
tims of helpless defeat without the 
means of defence and the weapons 
of warfare. Just so with the Chris- 
tian. “Overcoming grace” includes 
all the means of defence and spir- 
itual ammunition needed. In the 
first place, in order to be a success- 
ful soldier for Jesus, one necessar- 
ily must forsake ALL to follow 
Him, that is, put Him first and all 
else second. In the second place 
there must be a clear and definite 
experience from God. If this is lack- 
ing there will be retreating when 
the battle gets hot. In the third 
place one must qualify for the bat- 
tle. Too many depend on their 
good shouting blessing to take 
them through the conflict of temp- 
tation. Here is the devil’s strong 
hold on the spiritual-weaklings. A 
soldier in Uncle Sam’s army does 
not depend on his membership and 
identification certificate and his 
well pressed uniform as means of 
active warfare. Indeed not, he is 
soon on the field of training to ac- 
quire knowledge of the use of the 
weapons of warfare. A bright tes- 
timony and grace enough to shout 
is good to enjoy but to be able to 
overcome is something else alto- 
gether. Hear Paul’s admonition, 
“Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil day 
and having done all to stand stand 
therefore having your loins girt 
about with truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness, 
and your feet shod with the PREP- 
ARATION of the gospel of peace, 
above all taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked and take the helmet of 
salvation and the sword of the 
Spirit which is the word of God, 
praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit and 
watching thereunto with all perse- 
verance and supplication for all 
saints,” Eph. 6:13-18. This is the 
armor of defence and spiritual am- 
munition needed in order,to enjoy 
the blessings of “overcoming 
grace.” A soldier thus equipped, 
trained and tutored under the in- 
spiration of the Holy Ghost thru 
godly teachers and thoroughly 
schooled in the school of trials 
and persecutions will surely and 
certainly go over the top for Jesus. 


A Fight of Faith 
Unlike earthly warfare, the 
Christian’s fight is one of faith. 


“Fight the good fight of faith, lay 
hold on eternal life, whereunto 
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thou art also called and hast pro- 
fessed a good profession before 
many witnesses,” 1 Tim. 6:12. Too 
many in a time of test and temp- 
tation are governed by feelings and 


surrounding circumstances. “The 
just shall live by faith.” .< the 
Holy Spirit is controlling the in- 


dividual fully, I am persuaded that 
there will be no slacking up, but 
that fixed determination which 
possessed Christ will also predomi- 
nate the very soul. He is our ex- 
ample in the fight of faith. His 
admonition is to follow Him. 


Overcoming Obstacles 


In every battle, regardless of 
equipment or training, there are 
unexpected obstacles which de- 
velop that have to be overcome. 
This is true with the Christian life. 
The unexpected happens, the devil 
comes up sometimes on the left 
side, but overcoming grace is 
promised to those determined to 
win out in the end, those that are 
willing to PRESS on. A _ very 
forcible lesson can be learned in 
this connection from a man who 
was driving an automobile in a 
contest race. He was off in a dash 
and on reaching the first curve his 
car swerved, spun, and gave other 
evidence that it might go through 
the fence, but he righted the car 
and drove on. When he passed on 
the next round, the right rear tire 
was flat, still he drove right on. 
Half way around the next lap the 
tire came off and spun down the 
road, but the driver never slack- 
ened his pace, never once stopped 
the car, but continued as fast as 
conditions of the car would war- 
rent and finished in the contest 
race in second place. He took des- 
perate chances, but he set out to 
win a place and did. He was de- 
termined, the odds were against 
him, a rough road, then a flat tire, 
then the bare wheel, but he kept 
on and won a place of honor at the 
end. 


The obstacles may be many but 
Jesus in His message in John 16: 
33, “These things I have spoken 
unto you that in me ye might have 
peace, in the world ye shall have 
tribulation, but be of good cheer. 
I have OVERCOME the WORLD.” 
He would have us know that He 
thoroughly understands’ every 
trial and test that can come to us, 
therefore without any uncertainty 
“overcoming grace’ is promised 
and will be realized and enjoyed by 
every faithful, determined soldier 
of His.

ISAIAH CONTRASTS FALSE AND TRUE 
WORSHIP 


TEXT: Isa. 1:10-20 — MEMORY VERSE: Isa. 1:18 
TIME: Early in Isaiah’s ministry, which began 740 B. C. 


PLACE: Jerusalem. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? or who shall stand 
in his holy place? He that hath clean hands, and a pure heart.—Psa, 24:8, 4. 


LEADING THOUGHT: True worship is more a matter of the heart than outward 


ceremony. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
A CALL TO OBEDIENCE 

V. 10. “Hear the word of the Lord, 
ye rulers of Sodom.” The people were 
asked not to speak but to hear. Jesus oft- 
times used this saying in His ministry, 
Matt. 8:18; Rev. 2:7. The rulers were 
perhaps about to do something and Isaiah 
calls them to a stop. “Give ear unto the 
law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah.” 
The prophet perhaps refers to the de- 
struction of Sodom and Gomorrah and 
infers that Jerusalem was about to suf- 
fer the same fate. He thus compared the 
rulers of Jerusalem to the rulers of 
Sodom and the people of Judah to the 
people of Sodom. By the law of our God 
is meant not only Levitical law but in a 
general sense it means instruction and 
direction about to be uttered. See Psa. 
78:1. 


JEHOVAH DEMANDS TRUE DEVO. 
TION 

V. 11. “To what purpose is the multi- 
tude of your sacrifices unto me? saith 
the Lord.” That is, What do they .ccom- 
plish? “Thinkest thou that I will eat the 
flesh of bulls and drink the blood of 
goats,” Psa. 113. God delights not in 
burnt offerings. “Behold, to obey is better 
than sacrifice and to hearken than the 
fat of rams,” 1 Sam. 15:22. See also Psa. 
40:8, 9; Psa. 1:8, 10. “I am full of the 
burnt offerings of rams.” Burnt offering 
was wholly consumed on the altar, sym- 
bolizing entire consecration to God, but 
the failure of the Israelites to keep their 
consecration rendered the type void of 
all meaning. “And the fat of fed beasts.” 
These were kept in stalls for some time 
before sacrifice, and given pure food that 
they might be more suitable for sacrifice. 
The paschal lamb was required to be 
separated and fed for four days, Exod. 
12:3, 6. “And I delight not in the blood 
of bullocks, or of lambs, or of he goats.” 
These constitute the sacrificial beasts of 
the Hebrews and was as counted sacred 
to Jehovah, Lev. 1:5; 4:6, 25. 

V. 12. “When ye come to appear be- 
fore me.” That is, in the temple at Jeru- 
salem at the three great annual feasts, 
which was required of all adult male Is- 
raelites. “Who hath required this at your 
hand, to tread my court.” Since they 
made it merely a bodily attendance and 
trampling of His courts with their feet 


and their hearts far from Him, it was not 
what Jehovah had commanded. The peo- 
ple came with no true religious object. 
attempting to observe the letter of the 
law but not the spirit of it. 

V. 13. “Bring no more vain oblations.” 
The oblation referred to the meal offer- 
ing, a cake of fine flour mixed with olive 
oil. The word might be broadened to in- 
clude all kinds of sacrifices. Since they 
did not do it whole-heartedly their obla- 
tions were vain ones, that is, empty and 
unreal, the keeping of mere forms with- 
out proper devotion in spirit. “Incense is 
an abomination unto me.” Incense was 
to be used alone in worship. See Exoa. 
30:1, 8, 34, 38; Lev. 2:2; 16:12, 13. In- 
cense symbolized prayer, Psa. 141:2. Ir 
heartfelt prayer did not accompany the 
use of burning incense, it was emptied of 
all its significance and became hateful to 
God as a mere form and therefore an 
abomination. “The new moons and sab- 
baths, the calling of assemblies.” The 
sabbath was a weekly festiva] and the 
new moon was the monthly feast, then 
they had annual assemblies or solemn 
feasts, 2 Chron, 8:13. These had been 
emptied of their true significance and 
were therefore unreal and unacceptable 
before God. “I cannot away with; it is 
iniquity, even the solemn meeting.” To do 
a sacred thing in the wrong way is count- 
ed as iniquity in that it is hypocritical, 
thus what was designed of God to be sol- 
emn was rendered profane and simple be- 
cause void of the true spirit of worship. 

NATURAL FEASTS REJECTED 

V. 14. “Your new moons.” See Num. 
28:11, 15 for description of sacrifices to 
be offered in the temple at the first of 
each month at the new moon. This was 
the lunar month lasting for a revolution 
of the moon around the earth. “And 
your appointed feasts.” Said to be the 
feast of unleavened bread, feast of weeks, 
and feast of tabernacles. “My soul hateth: 
they are a trouble unto me; I am weary 
to bear them.” God was disgusted at 
a mere form of religion. It perhaps only 
afforded an occasion for social sins and 
wickedness because the people were not 
consecrated, Deut, 1:12. 

V. 15. “And when ye spread forth 


hands.” In prayer because of threatening: 


invasion or calamity. “I will hide mine 
eyes from you.” The wicked sometimes 
seek God too late. “They shall call upon 
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me but I will not answer, they shall seek 
me early but they shall not find me,” 
Prov. 1:28. “Yea, when ye make many 
prayers, I will not hear.” We are not 
heard for our much speaking. Matt. 6:7. 
“Your hands are full of blood.” For lack 
of consecration their prayers had noth- 
ing back of them to remove the actual 
guilt of sin and shedding of blood. See 
2 Chron, 24;21. 

V. 15. “And when ye spread forth your 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from you.” 
“The analogy of sin to defilement, and of 
washing to cleansing from sin, has been 
felt among men universally wherever 
there has been any sense of sin. Outward 
purification by water had been constant- 
ly made use of as typical of the recovery 
of inward purity. Hence the numerous 
washings of the Levitical law (Ex. 29:4; 
Lev. 1:9; 13; Num, 19:7, 8, 19; Deut. 
21:6; 23:11, ete.); hence the ablutions of 
the priests in Egypt (Herod II. 37); 
hence the appropriateness of the rite of 
baptism; hence the symbolical washing 
of hands to free from complicity of blood- 
guiltness (Matt. 27:24). ‘Wash you, 
make you clean’ could not be misunder- 
stood by the Israelites; they would know 
that it was a requirement to ‘wash their 
hands in innocency’ (Ps. 26:6; 73:13), 
even apart from what follows.”—Canon 
George Rawlinson, “Put away the evil of 
your doings from before mine eyes.” It 
was impossible to hide their sins. “Thou 
God seest me.” Sin must be removed by 
ceasing from it and by casting off the 
works of darkness, It cannot be hidden. 
Be sure your sins will find you out. 
“Cease to do evil.” Quit serving the devil 
and say, Get thee hence, Satan, and serve 
God. 

V. 17. “Learn to do well. The cessation 
of sin is the negative side of religion. lo 
do good and to do right and to live holy 
and justly is the positive side having cast 
off the works of darkness which are nega- 
tive. We are commanded to put on the 
armor of light, Rom. 13:12 which is posi- 
tive. “Seek judgment.” By endeavoring to 
do justice unto and securing justice for 
all men. “Relieve the oppressed, judge the 
fatherless, plead for the widow.” Seek to 
correct oppression, have pity on and do 
justice to the orphan by seeing that they 
are not wronged and by aiding them in 
life. If the widow has no advocate to 
plead for her in court then it becomes 
your duty to plead her cause, or, if acting 
“s judge, to favor her in your decision. 
fhe widow and the orphan are under 
Cecd’s special protection and are com- 
meuded to the care of the righteous, Ex. 
22:22-24; Deut. 10:18; 24:17; 27:18. 

GOD’S WAY 

V. 18. “Come now, and let us reasun 
together, saith the Lord.” God permits 
man to reason with Him, Gen, 18:23, 32; 
Ex. 4:1, 17; Job 23:3, 7; Micah 6:2. The 
Lord does not delight in impeaching the 
ruler or meting penalty for the unjust, 
but He delighteth in mercy and would 
bring the controversy to an end by cleans. 
ing them from their sins if they would 
but accept the reasonableness of His wise 
provision, “Though your sins be as scar- 
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let, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool.” The reference is to open 
glaring sins and possibly to blood guilti- 
ness. See Psa. 51:7. Snow is an image 
of purity, Job 9:30; Lam. 4:7. In Psa. 
147:16 snow and wool are in comparison. 

V. 19. “If ye be willing and obedient.” 
If you will consent unto Jehovah’s ways. 
God cannot save us against our own will. 
We must will to be saved and then sub- 
mit, “Ye shall eat the good of the land.” 
Jehovah promises they shall not be driven 
out of the land but shall remain in it 
and shal] enjoy it by consuming the fruit 
of it. A reference to produce, Gen. 45:18, 
20; Ezra 9:12, Neh. 9:36; Jer. 2:7. 

A SOLEMN WARNING 

V. 20. “But if ye refuse and rebel.” To 
refuse God’s offered salvation is positive 
rebellion against His will. God wills all 
men to be saved. “Ye shall be devoured 
with the sword.” Instead of eating the 
gocd of the land they would literally eat 
violence and death. “For the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it.” His words 
have a weighty ending and certain ful- 
fillment, Ged who cannot lie has spoken 
and judgment will surely follow upon the 
unrepentant,
